AWARD 
The Industrial dispute between the parties described 
above was referred to ihis court for adjudication by Govern 
ment order No. 9851/ L5 / 61-2 , H & LD of the Health and Labour 
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Department of the Government of Kerala dated 20-2-1961. 
The only issue referred to adjudication is the question of dis 
missal of worker Sri C. Thomas. 

2. In the union statement, it is contended that the worker 
concerned was dismissed for his activities as an I. N. T. U. C. 
trade union 

worker . There is a rival union in the estate 
affiliated to the A. I. T. U.C. The Superintendent Sri 
K. Thomson ever since he joined the estate in 1955 was 
against the I. N. T. U. C. He withdrew the recognition of the 
I. N. T U. C.but subsequeatly restored the same finding it 
illegal. The charge against the worker concer ed is false . 
The worker cut a small dried twis of a rubber tree . The 
workers are allowed to cut dr.ed twigs of trees in the estate 
for fuel. This was seen by the watchman and supervisor Sri 
Sad kupniNair and Shri John Joseph respectively . When the 
worker stated the true facts the following day Sri Thomson 
the superintendent and supervisor John Joseph assaulted bim . 
There was a criminal case following this The Superintendent 
who was against the worker got this incident as an opportu 
nity to dismiss Sri C. Thomas. A false charge was framed 
against him and he conducted a show of an enquiry and dis 
missed thewrker . The union prays that to pass an 

award 
reinstating the worker with back wages and continuity of 
service . 

3. In the reply statement of the management, it is contended 
that at about 5 p.m. on 31-10-1960 the worker cut down and 
removed the branches of a standing rubber tree for his use 
as firewood Sri Sankunni Nair , the watcher saw it and he 
asked him not to do it. But he did not care. He told the 
watcher that he would again cut such branches in future 
also. The watcher immediately reported the matter. The 
following day, the superintendent met the worker in front of 
the office, when Sri John Joseph the supervisor was also present. 
The superintendent asked the worker about the previous day s 
incident. The worker thought that this was reported to the 
Superintendent by John Joseph. The worker tol i the superio 
tendent not to bel.eve Joun Joseph , the supervisor . The 
supervisor John Thomas told Thomson that the matter Was 
reported by the watchman anı not by himself at which 
Thomas got infuriated . He threatened to stab John Joseph 
with a tapping knife which Thomas had with him . Thomas 
was given a charg --sheet for the above mentioned acts of 
misconduct on 1.11.1960 fixing the enquiry at 12 noun on 
8-11-1960 . Thomas did not accept the enquiry notice and did 
not a tend the enquiry on 8-11-1950 . Tben another notice was 
issued on 8-11.1960 for retusal to accept the enquiry notice 
dated l- 11-1960 and failure to appear for the enquiry on 
8-11-1960. Finally the superintendent conducted an enquiry 
in the presence of the worker . The management contends 
that the charges of misconduct against the worker were 
proved in the enquiry and the management dismissed him 
from service with effect from 24-11-1960. The management in 
their statement contends that they have no grudge against the 
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I.N.T. U. C. Trade unionists . It is also alleged in the reply 
statement that no worker is allowed to cut dried branches of 
Standing rubber trees. The management contends that the 
worker was dismissed after finding him guilty of charges of 
misconduct by the enquiry officer. The worker is not entitled 
to any relief. 

4. The union examined WW1 and 2 and marked Ext. W1 
and W2. The management examined MWL to 3 and marked 
Exts. Mi to M18 . 

5. The worker was charged with having committed the 
offences, of (i) damaging a rubber tree by cutting down its 
branches for fre wood ( ii) insulting behaviour towards the 
management, watcher and supervisor John Joseph on the 
morning of 1-11-1960. Ext. M1is the charge sheet dated 1-11-1960 . 
As per Ext. Mithe eauiry was fixed at 12 a.m. on 8-11.1960. 
The worker refused to receive the charge -sheet. Then Ext M2 
charge- sheet dated 8-11-1960 was served accusing him of refusal 
to receive the charge -sheet dated 1-11-1960 aad failure to attend 
the enquiry proceedings on 8-11-1960. He accepted the 2nd 
charge-sheet. An enquiry into the charges of misconduct was 
conducted by the superintendent Shri K. Thomson at 1 p . m . on 
21-11 1960. The worker was present at the enquiry and he took 
part in the same. The management examined the watchman 
Shri Sar kunni Nair. He proved before the enquiry officer 
a report which he submitted to the management earlier stati ag 
that Shri C. Thomas cut and removed the dried branch of a 
rubber tree and when Sankunni Nair asked him not to do, he 
replied stating that he would repeat it even it he is stopped by 
Sankupni Nair and even by the Superintendent. The worker 
when question d by ihe enguiry officer admitted the cutting and 
removal of a dried branch of a rubber tree. The worker stated in 
the enquiry that he did not say to Sanku ini Nair that he would 
repeat cutting the branches even it prevented by SatikunniNair 
and superintendent. Shri Sankunni Nair as erted that the 
worker said so . On 1-11-1960, the Superintendentmet the worker 
in front of the office at about 11 a . m . The supervisor 
John Joseph was al o present at the time. The Superintendent 
asked Thomas about the cutting and removal of the dried branch 
of a rubber tree the prev.ous day . The worker was of the 
impression that the superintendent got this information from 
Shri John Jose h , the supervisor. The worker told the 
Superintendent that he should not believe John Joseph . 
John Joseph told Thom is that the matter was reported to the 
superintendent by the watcher and not by him , at which Thomas 
got infuriated and repeated that it was John Joseph who re 
ported the matter . He threatened to stab John Joseph , with 
tapping knife which Thomas had with him at that time. This 
incident is spoken to by Sri John Joseph before the enquiry 
officer . The enquiry officer on the basis of the evidenee of 
Shris Sankunni Nair the watcher and John Joseph the 
supervisor found the worker guilty of the charges ofmisconduct 
and dismissed him . The enquiry was conducted in conformity 
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case 


with the principles of natural justice. The worker was given 
charge- sheet. He was 

given full opportunity to defend bis 
He was present at the enquiry and cross-examined both 
the management witnesses. He did not adduce any evidence . 
On the basis of the evidence adduced by the management in the 
enquiry the enquiry officer found the worker guilty of charges of 
misconduct. The limit of jurisdiction 

of the Industrial 
Tribunal to interfere with the pu ishment given by an empioyer 
to his employees duly found guilty at the domestic enquiry , 
held for the purpose, is clearly pointed out by the Supreme 
Court in 1958 II LLJ 260 at page 269-70 and 1959 I LLJ 285 at 
page 289. All that the Industrial Tribunal could consider in 
such a case should be wheiher there was want of good faith 
on the part of the management, whether there had been 
victimisation or whether any unfair labour practice was in 
volved in the dismissal of the concerned workman, whether 
the management was guilty of a basic error in dealing with 
the case of the concerned workman , whether they violated 
any principle of natural justice or whether the finding was 
completely perverse or baseless. It could not take evidence 
itselt and decide whether the workers in question merited 
di missal. It could not constitule itself as a tribunal of first 
insiance in disiplinary matters . The instant case does not 
come under any of the exceptionsmentiond above. 

6. The leained counsel for the union Shri Devan very 
seriously argued that the charges of misconduct ara false and 
were foisted upon the woker as he is an I.N.T. U. C. trade 
unionist. The superintendent Thomson is uut to ruin the 
I. N. T. U. C. union . This does not seem to be correct. The 
first charge-shtet was given on the basis of the report of the 
watchman Sri Sankunni Nair . This Sankunni Nair is an 
I N. T. U. C member . He also gave evidence in the enquiry 
proceedings supporting his report. The second charge was 
taken up lor insulting Shri John Joseph , the supervisor . He is 
not a member in any union . He also gave evioence before the 
enquiry officer . I find that the charges are true and have been 
proved in the enquiry. No circumstance is brought out to 
interfere either with the finding or sentence . 

7. I find that the worker is not entitled to any relief and 
I pass the award wijhout costs to the management and the 
same will become enforceable after thirty days of its publi 
cation in the Government Gazette .

AWARD 
The above industrial dispute arises from a complaint filed 
under Section 33 A of the Industrial Disputes Act. In the 
complaint it is alleged that the opposite party is guilty of 
contravention of the provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial 
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Disputes Act. The complairant was an employee under the 
management for about thirteen months. He was paid at the 
rate of Rs. 1.75 per day . The opposite party dismissed him 
on 24-3-1961 without stating any reasons and previous notice. 
This dismissal was during the pendency of In lustrial Dispute 
No. 70 of 1960 between the management and the union of which 
the complainant is a member. The opp site parly did not obtain 
either the approval or permissio of the court before dismis -ing 
the worker a à in so oing the opposite party is guilty of con 
travention of the provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial Dis 
putes Act. The compainant prays to pass appropriate orders 
in the matter. 

2. In the written objections of the opposite party , it is 
contended that the complainantwas taken as an apprentice as 
per a contract of apprenticeship entered into ly him with the 
management for one year fro n 6-6-1960 to 5-6-1961. During his 
period of apprenticeship , he was paid Re. 1 allowance . From 
7-1-1961 his contract . f apprenticeship was termaina ed as he 
absented without lave. On 30-1-1961 when the opposite party 
came back he was taken as a casual worker as per the terms of 
th - contract entered into with him on 30 - L- 1961, in which it is 
provided that his services are purely of a casual nature and 
liable to be terminated by ei her side at any time without notice . 
The oppo -ite party term nated the services of the complainant . 
on 24-3-1961 as per the terms of ihe contract dated 30-1-1961. 
The management contends that the complainant is a casual 
worker and not entitled to the benefits of a regular . worker. 
According to the management they have not violated section 
33 of the Industrial Disputes Act and the complaint under 
Section 33 A is not maintainable . 

3. The complainant filed a rejoinder refuting the manage 
ment allegations in their written objections. 

4. The complainant gave evidence as WW1 and marked 
Ext. W1. The management examined the manager as Mwlaad 
marl ed Exts Mi to M4. Ext. W1 is a notice given by the union 
to he opposite party dated 25-3 1961 stating that the worker 
Shri P. Balakrishnan was discharged without any previous 
notice . The union, in Ext. W1 ha made a request for rein 
statement of the worker. Exts. M1 and M ? are the agice nents 
dated 6-6-1960 and 30-1-1960 respectively betu eea the manage 
rent and the worker . Ext.12A gives the number of days on 
which the worker has worked . Ext. M3 is the standing orders 
of the management establishment. Ext. M4 dated 6-6-196 ) is an 
application Irom the worker to the opposite party for his 
appointment. 

5. By Ext. M1 agreement dated 6-6-1960 the worker was 
appointed for a period of one year as an apprentice . The worker 
leit the services under themanagement before completing one 
year of service . He came subsequently and join d the manage 
ment service on execu ing Ext . M2 contract dated 30-1-1961. 
In Ext. M2 it is s.a ed that he is e.nployed as a casual worker 
from 30-1-1961 to 29-4-1961 for a muximum period of three 


months on a daily wage of Rs. 1-75 . It is further stated in 
Ext. M 2 that his services wo ld be liable to be terminated at 
any time without notice or comp -nsation even before the con 
tract period . The services would stand automatically terminate 1 
on 29-4-1961, if not terminated earlier. The worker was deni- d 
work without assigning any reason and giving notice from 
24-3-1951. According to the terms of Ext. M2 agreement he was 
to be in service till 29.4.1961. He was denied employment for 
1 month and five days going by the terms of Ext. M2agree nent. 
Ext. W1dated 25-3-1961 is a notice by theunion stating that the 
worker was unjustly denied employment from 24-3.1961 by the 
management without any reasons and notice and that he should 
be reinstated . The management did not send any reply to Ext. 
WI notice. As per Ext. M ? agreement, the worker could con 
tinue ia service till 29-4-1361. There is a provision in Ext. 
M2 agreement to terminate his services before the stipulated 
time without notice and assigning any reason . On the basis of 
this clause , the learned counsel for themanagement Shri Joseph 
Jacob argues that the management can ter ninate the services 
of the worker withoutnotice and any reason as per Ext. M2 
agreement. He seems to be correct in the stand taken by the 
management. As per Ext. M2 agreement, the management is 
given the right to terminate the services of the worker at any 
time withoutnotice and assigning any reason. In terminating 
the services of the worker , the ma jagement has acted only in 
terms of the contract, Ext. M2agreement states that he is only a 
casual worker and as such , as per Ext. M2 agreeement, the 
management need not get the permission of this court to ter 
minate his services. Therefore no permission is necessary to 
terminate the services of the worker during the pendency of 
an industrial di pute. There is no violation of section 33 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act by the management in terminating the 
services of the worker and the complaint therefore is not 
maintainable. 

I, therefore , find that the complaint is not maintainable and 
is dismissed without costs, and the same shall become enforce 
able after 30 daysof its publication in the Government Gazette .

2. Students belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other 

communities including Kudumbis will be 
eligible for full fee concessions without restriction regarding 
the income of their parents or guardians in addition to the 
concessions mentioned in the Annexures I and II . 

3. Students belonging to Scheduled Castes , Scheduled Tribes 
and other eligible communities including Kudumbis who 
appear for the Kerala Government Technical Examinations as 
private candidates will be exempted from the payment of exa 
mination fees for two appearances in each case . Each candidate 
will get this concession only for two chances whether presented 
from a recognised institution or appearing as a private candi 
date . 

4 Students who are converts to Christianity from Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other eligible communities studying 
in Government Vocational Institutions mentioned in Annexure I 
will be eligible only for full fee concession without any restric 
tion regarding the income of their parents or guardians. 

5. Students belonging to " Other Backward Communities " 
and Christian Converts from “ Other Backward Communities" 
studying in Government Vocational Institutions specified in the 
Annexure I will be eligible only for full fee concession provided 
the annual income of their parents or guardians does not exceed 
Rs. 1080 

6. Pending issue of unified rules for the grant of educational 
concessions for Backward Classes, the rules which were in force 
from 1958-59 onwards will be followed during 1961-62, also . 

7. All Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribes students, in 
• Government Vocational Institutions Specified in Annexure I 

will be given stipend or Lump Sum Grant, as the case may be, 
provided they are otherwise qualified for the concession . As 
regards the private Institutions specified in Annexure II, the 
stipends will be limited to the number of students specified 
therein . 

8. The expenditure on account of the above concessions to 
Scheduled Castes will be debited to 47 Misc. A (C ) 3 - III- B . II 
Education , 9 Vocational Studies and that for Scheduled Tribes 
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and other eligible communities to 47 Misc. A (c) 3-iii A II Edn . 
Scholarships, stipends etc. and 47 Misc. A (c) 3-iii C. I. Edn . 3 
Vocational Studies respectively in the current years Budget. 
Amounts if any required in excess of the provisions under the 
above heads of accounts will be met by reappropriation or 
supplementary grant.

Preamble --WHEREAS it is expedient to extend the Indian 
Easenents Act, 1882 , to the whole ( fth State of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Twelfth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- This Act may be called 
the Indian Easements (Extension ) Act, 1961. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may , by notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Extension of the Indian Easements Act, 1882.- ( 1) The 
Indian Easements Act , 882 (Central Act 5 of 882) , as in force 
in the Malabar district re erred to in sub section (2 ) of section 5 
of the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ) , 
is hereby extended to , and shall be in force in the whole of the 
State of Kerala . 

3. Repeal and savings.- The Travancore - Cochin Easements 
Act, 1.51 (Act XI o 1951) , hereinafter referred to as he said 
Act, is hereby repealed : 

Provided hat the repeal shall not affect- 

(a ) the previoi s operation of the said Act or anything 
duly done or suttered thereunder, 

(b ) any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired , 
accrued or incurred under the said Act, 

(c ) any penalty , forfeiture or punishment incurred in res . 
pect of any ofience committed against the said Act, or 
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( d) any investigation , legal proceeding or remedy in res 
pecto any such right, privilege, obligation , liab lity , penalty , 
forfeiture or punishment as aforesaid ; and any such investiga 
tion legal proceeding or remedy may be instituled , continued or 
enforced and any such penalty , forfeiture or punishment may 
be imposed as if this Act had not been passed :

4. Power to remove difficulties - If any difficulty arises in

for the removal of the difficulıy . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
In the Travancore - Cochin area of the State, the Travancore . 
Cochin Easements Act, 1951 ( Travancore- Coci in Act XI o .951), 
is in force and in the Malabar area the Indian Easements Act, 
1882 (Central Act 5 of 1882) is in force . 

In the Third Report of the Law Commission relating to the 
Indian Limitation Act, 1908, the Commission has recommended 
that uniformiły should be secured by extending the Indian 
Easements Act, 1882, 1o the whole of India .

THE KERALA HACKNEY CARRIAGE BILL , 1961 

A 

BILL 
to unify and amend the law relating to the regulation of 

Hacicney Carriages in the State of Kerala . 

Preamble.- Whereas it is expedient to unify and amend 
the law relating to the regulation of Hackney Carriages in the 
State of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Twelfth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMIN RY 
1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Kerala Hackney Carriage Act, 1961. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) This section and section 57 shall come into force in 
the whole of the State of Kerala at once. The remaining sec 
tions of this Act shall come into force at once in the areas in 
which any of the Acts repealed by section 57 are in force, and 
they shall come into force in such other areas of the State on 
such date or dates as the Government may, by notification in 
the Gazette, appoint: 

Provided that before issuing any such notification , the 
Government shall publish a notice of the proposal in the 
Gazette inviting objections thereto and consider any objec 
tions received within the time specified therefor in the notice. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
l equires , 

( 1 ) driving includes drawing, pushing or propelling, and 
driver includes any person who drives, draws, pushes or propels 
any hackney carriage; 

( 2 ) executive authority means in the case of a Muni 
cipality or Municipal Corporation , the Commissioner, and in 
the case of a Panchayat, the " executive authority " as defined 
in the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 ( Act 32 of 1960) ; 

(3 ) hackney carriage means any wheeled vehicle drawn , 
pushed or propelled by a man , or drawn by horse , bullock or 
other animal and used for the conveyance of any person or 
goods and which stands or plies for hire by the hour or day 
or according to distance, and includes a rickshaw ; 

( 4 ) horse includes mule or pony ; 
(5 ) local authority means 
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( a ) in any city , the Corporation of that city ; 
(b ) in any municipal area , the municipal council con 

cerned ; and 
( c ) in any area within a Panchayat , the Panchayat con 

cerned ; 
(6 ) Magistrate means any magistrate having local 
jurisdiction in any area to which this Act extends; 

( 7) “minor means any person who has not completed the 
age of eighteen years; 

(8 ) fregistering authority means the Executive Autho 
rity of the Local Body concerned or any other person appointed 
by name or by virtue of his office , by the Government for 
registering hackney carriages within a particular area ; 

( 9 ) rickshaw means a two-wheeled vehicle or a tri-cycle 
of special type drawn or propelled by a person and includes a 
cycle- rickshaw ; 

( 10 ) year of registration means the year ending with 
the 31st day of March . 

3. Saving. Nothing in this Act shall apply to a hackney 
carriage owned by the Government or a local authority . 


CHAPTER II 


REGISTRATION AND NUMBERING OF HACKNEY CARRIAGES 
4. Annual registration compulsory .- Every hackney car 
riage shall be annually registered by the registering authority . 

5. Application for registry.-- ( 1 ) Any person who is desi 
rous of having any vehicle registered as a hackney carriage 
shall apply to the registering authority and shall submit the 
vehicle for such inspection as the registering authority may 
direct. 

( 2) The person in whose name any carriage is registered 
shall be deemed to be the owner of such carriage for the pur 
poses of this Act: 

Provided that if the person in whose name any carriage 
is registered is a minor, the guardian of such minor shall be 
deemed to be the owner of the carriage. 

6. Right to Registry.--Every applicant under section 5 
shall be entitled to registration unless the registering authority 
is of opinion that the vehicle is not fit for public use : 

Provided that no vehicle shall be registered in the name 
of a minor unless the application is made by his guardian on 
behalf of the minor : 

Provided further that the registering authority may, in 
interest of the public, - 
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( 1) limit the number of vehicles of any description which 
may be registered annually , in which case no vehicle of that 
description shall be registered in any year in excess of the 
number so limited ; 

( 2 ) refuse to register vehicles of a particular description 
in which case no vehicle of that description shall be registered . 

( 3 ) limit the number of hand- pulled rickshaws to be 
registered in any year, to a number which shall be less by 10 % 
than the number registered in the immediately preceding year. 

7. Grant of carriage licence .-- ( 1) The registering autho 
rity , shall, at the time of registration , deliver a licence duly 
signed by him to the applicant. 

(2 ) A licence granted under this section shall be in force 
for the year of registration . 

8. Form of licence . The following particulars shall be 
entered in the register and in the licence to be given to the 
applicant: 

( 1 ) The number in the register, of the hackney carriage. 

( 2 ) The name and residence of the owner and the place 
where the hackney carriage is kept. 

(3 ) A description of the hackney carriage . 

(4 ) The number of horses or other animals to be employed 
in drawing such hackney carriage and , if the hackney carriage 
is drawn or pushed or propelled by men , the number of men 
to be so employed . 

(5 ) The number of passengers such hackney carriage is 
licensed to carry . 

(6 ) The weight of the luggage such carriage is licensed 
to carry in addition to the passengers. 

( 7) The date of the licence and its date of expiry . 
9. Fee for licence. - A fee shall be paid to the registering 
authority for each licence of such sum , as may be fixed by the 
Director of Local Bodies, by notification in the Gazette, sub 
ject to the condition that no such fee shall exceed the fee speci 
fied hereunder.

10. Fee for certified copy of register or licence.--- Every 
person applying for a certified copy of the particulars in the 
register or licence mentioned in section 8 shall be furnished 
the same on payment of a fee of twenty -five naye paise . 

11. Suspension of licence by Registering Authority . - The 
registering authority may suspend for such period as it thinks 
fit the licence of any hackney carriage , whenever it appears 
to it that such carriage, or any animal or harness used there 
with is unfit for public use. 

12. Transfer of registry . — On any transfer of ownership 
of a hackney carriage, the transferee shall, if he desires to use 
it as such , within one week from the date of the transfer, 
apply to the registering authority for transfer of the registry , 
giving it the particulars specified in the first three clauses of 
section 8 . 

13. Notice of change of residence, etc., to be given by 
licensees.- ( 1 ) Whenever the owner of a hackney carriage 
changes his residence, or the place where such carriage is kept, 
he shall within one week from the date of such change forward 
his licence and give to the registering authority a notice in 
writing signed by him specifying the new residence or place. 

( 2 ) Every such owner who neglects to forward his licence 
or give such notice shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
twenty rupees .

The registering authority , on receiving the application or 
notice specified in section 12 or section 13 , shall make the 
necessary alteration in the register and the licence , and return 
the licence ; and a fee of twenty -five naye paise shall be pay 
able along with every such application or notice . 

15. Appeal. — Any person aggrieved by any order refusing 
registration of any vehicle under section 6 or suspending a 
licence under section 11 , may within thirty days from the date 
of intimation of such order , appeal, 

(i) in the case of an order of the executive authority 
of a Panchayat to the District Panchayat Officer ; and 

( ii) in the case of an order of the commissioner of a 
inunicipal corporation to the Collector and in the case of an 
order of the commissioner of any municipality to the Revenue 
Divisional Officer ; 
and the order passed in appeal shall be final, 
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16. Penalty for keeping unlicensed hackncy carriago. 
Whoever keeps any hackney carriage which has not been duly 
licensed under this Act , shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
fifty rupees. 

17. Numbering of hackney carriage .- ( 1 ) Upon the regis 
tration of any hackney carriage, the registering authority 
shall cause to be painted on some conspicuous part of the 
carriage or on a plate to be affixed on some conspicuous part 
of the carriage its number in the register and the number of 
passengers it is licensed to carry . 

(2 ) If the words or figures so painted become indistinct 
or are obliterated during the term of the licence , the owner of 
the carriage shall be bound to produce it before the register 
ing authority and apply to have such words or figures renewed . 
If the plate so affixed shall have been lost or stolen , the owner 
of the carriage shall be bound to apply to the registering 
authority to have a new plate affixed . 

( 3 ) The fee for the painting or the plate, done or supplied 
under sub - section ( 1 ) or sub -section ( 2 ) shall be twenty - five 
naye paise , payable to the registering authority . 

18. Penalty for plying for hire without plate or inscrip 
tion . If any hackney carriage stands or plies for hire without 
a plate or legible inscription as prescribed by section 17 , the 
owner thereof shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty 
rupees. 

19. Return of plate on expiry of licence.- ( 1 ) On the 
expiration or other determination of the period of registration , 
the owner of every hackney carriage shall cause the plate, 
if any, of such hackney carriage to be delivered to the regis 
tering authority . 

(2 ) Any person who , after the expiration of the period 
aforesaid , wilfully omits for fourteen days to deliver the 
plate, if any, to the said authority, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding twenty rupees . 

20. Penalty for using counterfeit plate.- ( 1 ) Every person 
who shall, for the purpose of deception , use or have any plate 
or painting resembling or intended to resemble any plate 
affixed or painting made under this Act, shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to fifty rupees, and in the case of 
a subsequent conviction under this section , with fine which 
may extend to one hundred rupees with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to one month , or with both . 

(2 ) Any officer of the local authority duly empowered 
in that behalf by the registering authority or any Police Officer 
may seize and take away any plate used or had as aforesaid 
wheresoever the same may be found, and deliver the same 
to the registering authority and in the case of painting refer 
red to in sub -section ( 1 ) obliterate the same. 
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CHAPTER III 

DRIVERS LICENCE AND BADGE 
21. Grant of driver s licence.- ( 1) The registering authority 
may grant a licence to act as driver of any hackney carriage 
to any applicant whom he may consider fit , provided he is not 
a minor . 

( 2 ) Every such licence shall contain 

( i) the number of the licence , the name, place of abode 
and age of the person to whom such licence is granted ; 

( ii ) the description of the carriage and animals , if any, 
to be used therewith ; and 

(iii) the date on which the licence was granted and the 
date of its expiry ; 
and shall bear the signature of the registering authority . 

( 3 ) Such licence shall be in force for the year of regis 
tration and the fee payable therefor shall be one rupee and 
fifty naye paise : 

Provided that no fee shall be payable for the licence for 
the driver of a rikshaw ; and the fee payable for the licence 
for driver of any hackney carriage mentioned in clause ( f) of 
section 9, other than a rikshaw , shall be twenty - five naye paise. 

22. Particulars of licence to be registered .-- The particulars 
of every licence granted under section 21 shall be entered in 
a register by the registering authority and every person 
applying shall be furnished with a certified copy of such parti 
culars on payment of a fee of twenty -five naye paise . 

23. Penalty for driving without licence or lending licence. 
If any person acts as the driver of a hackney carriage without 
having a licence in force for the time being or, having a licence, 
fails to carry it with him when driving a hackney carriage , 
or transfers or lends it or allows it to be used by any other 
person , he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty rupees. 

24. Suspension of licence by registering authority . The 
registering authority may suspend for such period as he thinks 
ſit the licence of the driver of a hackney carriage whenever , 
in its opinion , such driver is unfit to be so employed . 

25. Penalty for suffering unlicenced person to drive.-- The 
owner of a hackney carriage, who knowingly suffers any person , 
not duly licenced under this Act, to act as driver of such 
carriage, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees : 

Provided that such owner and such unlicenced driver shall 
be subject to all the provisions of this Act for any act done 
or omitted to be done by such driver during such employment 
in like manner as if such driver had been duly licenced . 
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26. Supply of badge to driver .-- ( 1 ) The registering 
authority shall, at the time of granting a licence to any driver 
of a hackney carriage, furnish him with a metal badge 
punched or marked with the number of his licence. 

(2 ) Every driver to whom such badge is delivered shall , 
at all times while acting as driver, or while attending before 
any Magistrate in his capacity as driver, wear such badge 
exposed to view . 

( 3 ) In case any such driver omits to wear such badge 
exposed to view while acting as driver or attending before a 
Magistrate , in his capacity as driver, he shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding ten rupees. 

( 4 ) Whenever the number on any badge becomes indis 
tinct or is obliterated during the term of the licence, or when 
ever any badge is lost or stolen , the person to whom the 
licence relating to any such badge has been granted shall 
deliver such badge or notify its loss and shall produce such 
licence to the registering authority, and such person shall 
then be entitled to have a new licence and badge delivered 
to him upon payment of the fee specified in section 21. Such 
new licence shall be in force for the year of registration . 

( 5 ) Every person licenced under the authority of this 
Act who uses or wears the badge granted to him after the 
writing thereon has become indistinct or obliterated shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding ten rupees. 

27. Return of expired licence and badge.- ( 1) Upon the 
expiration or other determination of any licence granted to 
a driver under this Act, he shall deliver such licence and his 
badge to the registering authority . 

( 2 ) Every driver who neglects for three days to deliver 
such expired licence and badge to the registering authority 
and also every person who uses or wears or fradulently de 
tains any such expired licence or badge and every person to 
whom any expired licence or badge has been delivered , who 
lends, gives away , pledges or sells such badge to any other 
person, and every person who detains, wears or uses any 
licence, or badge of any other person , shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding twenty rupees. 

28. Penalty for using counterfeit badge. - Every person 
who , for the purpose of deception , uses or wears any badge 
resembling or intended to resemble any badge granted under 
the authority of this Act, shall be punishable with fine which 
may extend to fifty rupees, and in the case of a subsequent 
conviction under this section , with fine which may extend to 
one hundred rupees, or with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to one month . 

29. Seizure of expired or counterfeit badge. Any officer 
of the local authority duly empowered in that behalf by the 
registering authority or any Police Officer may seize and take 
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away any expired or.counterfeit badge, or any badge in res 
pect of which an offence under section 27 has been com 
mitted, wheresoever the same may be found, and deliver 
the same to the registering authority. 

30. Penalty for failure to produce licence before Magis 
trate - Whenever any driver is summoned to appear before 
any Magistrate to answer any charge preferred against him 
under this Act, he shall carry with him his licence, and pro 
duce the same if required so to do , and any driver who, on 
such requisition , refuses to produce such licence, shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding five rupees. 

31. Convictions under Act to be endorsed on licence. - On 
the conviction of any driver for any offence under this Act , 
the Magistrate shall cause to be endorsed on his licence the 
nature of the offence , the date of the conviction and the 
penalty inflicted . 

32. Cancellation of suspension of licence on conviction. 
( 1 ) On the conviction of any driver for any offence under 
this Act, the Magistrate may direct the cancellation of the 
licence of such driver or its suspension for such time as he 
thinks fit . 

( 2 ) For such purpose, he may require the driver or , 
any other person who may be in possession of the licence or 
badge to deliver up the same. 

( 3 ) If such driver or other person refuses or neglects 
to deliver up the licence or badge, he shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding ten rupees . 

(4 ) The magistrate shall forward every licence and every 
badge delivered up to him under sub -section ( 2 ) to the re 
gistering authority together with a memorandum of his 
sentence in the case. 

(5 ) The registering authority shall enter the fact of 
such sentence in the register referred to in section 22 , and 
shall either suspend or cancel such licence according to the 
direction of the Magistrate ; and if it has been suspended , 
the registering authority shall, on application at the end of 
the period of suspension , redeliver such licence or badge to 
the person to whom it was granted . 


CHAPTER IV 
FARES , HIRING AND PLYING FOR HIRE 
33. Maximum fares for use of hackney carriages. 
( 1) The owner or driver of every hackney carriage may de 
mund and receive for the hire of such carriage such fares as 
mey be fixed and published by the registering authority with 
the sanction of the Director of Local Bodies, duly notified :

Provided that any agreement entered into to accept a 
fare lower than the fare so fixed shall be binding . 

( 2 ) No owner or driver shall demand or receive over and 
above the said fare any sum for back fare for the return of 
the carriage from the place at which it was discharged . 


34. Contract for higher fare invalid . - No agreement made 
with the driver of any hackney carriage for the payment of 
more than the fare published in accordance with section 33 
shall be binding on the person making the same, and any 
person , notwithstanding such agreement, may refuse on dis 
charging such hackney carriage to pay any sum beyond such 
fare. If, in pursuance of such agreement, any person receives 
any sum exceeding the fare allowed , he shall be liable to pay 
a fine not exceeding ten rupees and also to refund such excess , 
which shall be recoverable as if it were a fine. 

35. Publication of authorised fares and distances. 
( 1 ) The registering authority shall cause to be prepared a list 
in English and in any other local language of the fares 
published under section 33 and shall annex to such list a table 
showing the distance between the principal places to and 
from which hackney carriages commonly ply . The distances 
so shown shall be presumed to be correct. 

( 2 ) Copies of such list and table shall be issued to all 
applicants on payment of a fee of twenty -five naye paise for 
each copy or of such other sum as the registering authority, 
subject to the control of the Director of Local Bodies , may 
prescribe 

( 3 ) The driver of every hackney carriage standing or 
plying for hire shall have with him a copy of such list and 
table and shall on demand produce the same for the inspection 
of any Police Officer or of any officer of the local authority 
duly authorised in that behalf by the registering authority or 
for the information of any hirer of, or passenger by his 
carriage, and shall in default , be liable to a fine not exceeding 
ten rupees. 

( 4 ) The registering authority shall also cause 
abstract of the fares referred to in sub-section ( 1 ) to be pre 
pared in English and in any other local language and printed 
on enamelled plates and such plates shall be issued to appli 
cants on payment of a fee of twenty -five naye paise for each 
plate. 

(5 ) Every hackney carriage shall have such a plate 
affixed and as often as any portion of the printing on any 
such plate becomes indistinct or obliterated , re -affixed , on a 
conspicuous part of the carriage in accordance with the 
directions of the registering authority . 


an 
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(6 ) If any hackney carriage stands or plies for hire 
without such a plate affixed or re-affixed as required by sub 
section (5 ) , the owner and driver thereof shall be punishable 
with fine not exceeding twenty rupees . 

36. The maximum distance to which the driver is bound 
to drive.- ( 1 ) The driver of every hackney carriage shall 
be bound to drive such carriage to any place named by the 
hirer which is not more than 3 miles from the place of hiring 
in the case of vehicles of the description specified in clause 
(f ) of section 9 , and in the case of any other vehicle, not 
more than six miles. 

(2 ) When any hackney carriage is hired by time, the 
driver thereof shall drive the same at a rate of speed not less 
than that prescribed by the registering authority. 

(3 ) A driver failing, without reasonable excuse, to com 
ply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding ten rupees . 

37. Quantity of luggage to be carried .— The driver of 
every hackney carriage shall carry in or upon such carriage 
without additional charge such quantity of luggage for every 
person hiring the same as may be prescribed by the rules 
under this Act . 


38. Penalty for refusing to let hackney carriage for hire. 
Any owner or driver of any hackney carriage who demands 
more than the fare to which he is legally entitled , or without 
reasonable excuse refuses to let such carriage for hire , shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees and to pay such 
further sum by way of compensation to the party complaining 
as to the Magistrate may seem just ; and such further sum 
shall, in default of immediate payment, be levied as if it 
were a fine. 


39. Penalties for various offences by driver.- Every driver 
of a hackney carriage who 

( a ) is drunk during his employment; 
(b ) makes use of insulting or abusive language or 

gesture ; 
( c ) stands elsewhere than at some stand or other 

places appointed for the purpose or loiters for the 
purpose of being hired in or upon any public street, 

road or place ; 
( d ) wilfully obstructs, or hinders, the driver of any 

other hackney carriage in taking up or setting 
down any person into , 

from such other carriage ; 
( e ) wrongfully prevents or endeavours to prevent the 

driver of any other hackney carriage from being 
hired ;

(f ) refuses to admit and carry in such carriage the 

number of passengers the carriage is licenced to 

саrrу ; 
( g ) carries more than such number of passengers ; 
( h ) refuses to carry the quantity of luggage allowed 

by the licence; 
(i) being hired , permits or suffers any person to be 

carried in or upon or about such hackney carriage 
during such hire, without the consent of the person 

hiring the same; 
(j) drives in any hackney carriage any animal which 

is not so secured as to be under the control of 

the driver ; 
( k ) being hired by time or distance, before he has 

been discharged by the hirer, wilfully deserts from 

the hiring ; 
(1) plies for hire with any carriage or animal which 

shall at the time be unfit for public use ; 
(m ) plies for hire with any carriage which is not 

fitted with any suitable warning signal, such as 

bell, horn or other contrivance ; 
(n ) without previously disinfecting it, knowingly uses 

for hire any carriage used for the conveyance of 
a corpse or any person suffering from any conta 

gious or infectious disease ; 
( 0 ) demanding advance payment of fare ; 
(p ) refusing to obey the reasonable directions of any 

person hiring his vehicle ; and 
( q ) permitting the inside of the hackney carriage of 

which he is in charge, to become dirty ; 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees, or to im 
prisonment which may extend to one month or to both . 

40. Requisition to owner to produce absent driver. 
( 1 ) When a complaint is made before a Magistrate against 
the driver of a hackney carriage under this Act, the Magis 
trate may if the driver fails to appear , summon the owner 
o appear and to produce the driver. 

( 2 ) If the owner after being duly summoned fails, with 
out reasonable excuse, to appear or produce the driver accord 
ing to the summons, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
fifty rupees. 

( 3 ) If the owner fails without reasonable excuse to 
appear or produce such driver on a subsequent summons re 
quiring him to do so, the Magistrate may dispose of the com 
plaint in the absence of the owner and driver or either of them . 
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41. Special 

provision regarding rickshaws. - Notwith 
standing anything contained in this Act, the fine in respect 
of any offence relating to rickshaws under this Act shall not 
exceed ten rupees . 

42. Procedure in case of disputes between hirer and 
driver.- (1 ) In case of any dispute between the hirer and 
driver of any hackney carriage, either may require the other 
to proceed forthwith to the nearest Magistrate s court and 
the then sitting Magistrate shall hear and determine the dis 
pute in a summary way. 

( 2 ) If no Magistrate be then sitting , either party may 
require the other to proceed to the nearest Police Officer who 
shall enter the complaint in his diary and require the parties 
to appear before the Magistrate at his next sitting. 

( 3 ) On failure of either party to appear before the Magis 
trate in pursuance of a requisition under sub -section ( 1 ) , or 
sub-section ( 2 ) or to attend the Court at any subsequent 
sitting to which the case may be adjourned , the Magistrate 
may decide the case ex parte, and his decision shall be binding 
on both parties. 

43. Procedure in case of refusal to pay fare.- ( 1 ) If any 
person who has hired a hackney carriage refuses to pay to 
the owner or driver thereof , the fare payable under this Act, 
the Magistrate may order payment of such fare, and also of 
reasonable compensation for loss of time, and in default of 
immediate payment, such fare and compensation may be re 
covered as a fine. 


( 2 ) If any person who has used any such carriage 
attempts to evade payment of the legal fare, or any portion 
thereof, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees 
in addition to any payment which may have been ordered 
under sub -section ( 1 ) . 


44. Penalty for defacing or destroying plate , badge, or 
table of fares.- ( 1 ) Every person who wilfully tears, des 
troys, defaces, obliterates or removes any plate, list of fares , 
table of distances, or driver s badge, kept under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty 
rupees. 

( 2 ) Any portion of the fine may be awarded to the person 
to whom such plate , list of fares, table of distances , or driver s 
badge belongs. 

45. Penalty for wilful damage to hackney carriage. — Every 
person using a hackney carriage who wilfully causes any 
damage to the same, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
twenty rupees and shall also pay to the owner such compen 
sation for the damage as the Magistrate may direct ; and such 
compensation shall be leviable as if it were å fine. 
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46. Hackney carriage stands.- ( 1 ) The Registering Autho 
rity shall appoint a sufficient number of public stands for 
hackney carriages. 

(2 ) Every public stand so appointed shall have a board 
placed in a conspicuous place on the same, containing a notice 
in English and in any other local language, stating that the 
stand is a public stand under this Act, and specifying the 
number of carriages that may be stationed in it. 


CHAPTER V 


LOST PROPERTY . 
47. Deposit with registering authority or Police officer of 
property left in hackney carriage.- ( 1 ) The owner or driver 
of every hackney carriage wherein any property is left by any 
person shall , within eighteen hours , deposit the property with 
the registering authority or with the Inspector or other officer 
on duty in the nearest police station and shall be entitled to 
a receipt duly signed by the officer taking charge of the same. 

(2 ) Any such owner or driver making default herein shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty rupees or to imprison 
ment for a period which may extend to one month or to both . 

48. The registering authority or Police officer to register 
particulars of property deposited and grant receipt.- ( 1 ) The 
said authority or officer shall forthwith enter, in a book to be 
kept for that purpose 

( a ) the description of the property ; 
(b ) the name and address of the driver or other person 

who brings it ; 
( c ) the name and address of the owner of the hackney 

carriage in which it was left, and the registered 

number of the carriage; and 
(d ) the day and hour when the property is brought and 

shall give to the person bringing the property a 

receipt for the same. 
( 2 ) If the property is deposited in a police station , the 
officer receiving the property shall forthwith forward the same 
to the registering authority with a copy of the entries made 
in the book in respect of the property . 

(3 ) The property deposited under sub -section ( 1 ) shall 
be delivered to the person who satisfies the registering 
authority that it belongs to him , upon payment of all expenses 
incurred by the owner or driver together with such reasonable 
sum as the registering authority may award ; 
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Provided that , 

(i) if the property is not claimed and the ownership 
established within six months from the date of deposit , the 
registering authority may cause the property to be advertised 
and sold by public auction ; 

( ii ) when the property so deposited is subject to speedy 
and natural decay or when the expenses of keeping it in cus 
tody is likely to exceed its value the registering authority 
may cause it to be sold at once ; and the proceeds, after de 
ducting the expenses together with such reasonable sum as 
the registering authority may award to the owner or driver, 
may be forfeited to the Government, if within the period afore 
said the ownership is not established , 


CHAPTER VI 

PROSECUTIONS 
49. Ex- parte disposal of criminal charge.- If , in any prose 
cution under this Act, the person charged does not appear as 
directed by the summons, the Magistrate may , upon proof of 
service and if no sufficient cause be shown for the non - appear 
ance, proceed to dispose of the case in his absence. 

50. Limitation restricting criminal proceedings.- ( 1 ) No 
person shall be liable to prosecution for any offence under this 
Act unless the complaint respecting such offence be made with 
in one month next after the commission of such offence. 

( 2 ) For the purposes of this section , every failure or 
contravention punishable under this Act shall be deemed to 
be a continuing offence so long as the failure or contravention 
continues . 

51. Compensation for frivolous prosecution . — Where the 
Magistrate is satisfied that a complainant had no reasonable 
ground for instituting a prosecution , he may direct the com 
plainant to pay to the accused such compensation not exceed 
ing fifty rupees as he thinks fit and the sum so awarded shall 
be recoverable as if it were a fine.

CHAPTER VII 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS RELATING TO RICKSHAWS. 
52. Power of Government to make special rules.— ( 1 ) Not 
withstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions 
of this Act or the rules made thereunder , the Government, 
may after previous publication , make special rules for the 
licensing of rickshaws and rickshaw pullers. 

( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power such rules may 

( a ) prescribe the period for which the rickshaws, hand 
pulled and cycle driven are to be permitted to ply ; 
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(b ) prescribe the size and design of rickshaw and the 
conditions for grant of licence ; 

(c ) prescribe the period after which the licence has to 
be renewed ; 

( d ) prescribe the standard of physical fitness, with 
special reference to age, required for rickshaw pullers and 
drivers; 

( e ) prescribe the rates of fees to be paid by rickshaw 
pullers and drivers for medical certificates ; 

( f) prescribe the penalties for the violation of any of 
the rules by the owner of the rickshaw or by the puller or 
driver of the rickshaw . 


CHAPTER VIII 


RULES, BYE -LAWS AND DELEGATION . 
53. Power to make rules. - The Government may, after pre 
vious publication , make rules, not inconsistent with the pro 
visions of this Act, to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power , such rules may be made with regard 
to 

( a ) the examination and qualifications of drivers and 
the conditions under which they may be employed ; 

(b ) the description of horses, builocks or other animals , 
harness and other things to be used with hackney carriages, 
the dimensions of such carriages, the condition in which such 
carriages and horses, bullocks or other animals , harness and 
cther things used therewith shall be kept; 

( c ) the inspection of the premises on which any such 
carriages , horses, bullocks or other animals harness and other 
things are kept; 

( d ) the inspection of hackney carriages with a view 
to see if such carriage are in a fit condition for public use ; 

( e ) the fitting of bells, horns or other warning signals 
to carriages and for testing the same; 

( f) the protection of weak , lame and sickly horses, 
bullocks or other animals ; 

( g ) the publication of list of fares and table of dis 
tances and the regulation of the amount and weight of luggage 
to be carried with or without additional charges ; and 

( h ) generally for carrying out the purposes of this Act : 

( 3) All rules made under this section shall as soon as 
may be after they are made, be laid before the Legislative 
Assembly for a period of not less than fourteen days and shall 
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be subject to such modifications, by way of repeal or amend 
ment, as the Legislative Assembly may make during the 
session in which they are so laid or the session immediately 
following 

54. Power to make bye-laws. Every registering authority 
may with the previous approval of the Director of Local 
Bodies make bye-laws not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act and the rules made thereunder on matters not covered 
by the rules . 

55. Penalty for breach of bye - laws. — Whoever infringes 
any rule or bye- law shall, on conviction before a Magistrate , 
be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty rupees. 

56. Delegation of registering authority s function . With 
the sanction of the Government, the registering authority may 
delegate to any other officer under it all or any of its functions 
under this Act, except the power to make bye -laws under 
Section 54 . 

57. Repeal and Saving .— The Madras Hackney Carriage 
Act, 1911 ( Act V of 1911) as in force in the Malabar district 
referred to in sub -section (2 ) of section 5 of the States Re 
organisation Act, 1956 and the Travancore-Cochin Hackney 
Carriage Act, 1950 (XXXV of 1950 ) are hereby repealed . 
Provided that 

(i) the said repeal shall not affect the validity or 
invalidity of anything already done under the repealed enact 
ments ; and 

( ii ) all rules, regulations, bye- laws and orders made, 
notifications and notices issued , taxes , rates and fees imposed , 
licenses granted , and other proceedings instituted under the 
Act hereby repealed , shall so far as may be, be deemed to have 
been respectively made , issued , imposed , granted and instituted 
under this Act. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The existing laws in force in this State relating to the 
regulation of Hackney Carriages are the Madras Hackney 
Carriage Act , 1911 in force in the Malabar area and the 
Travancore- Cochin Hackney Carriage Act, 1950 , in force in 
the Travancore-Cochin area . The Bill is aimed at unifying 
the above laws. The Bill provides for the power of regulation 
of hackney carriages being vested in the Executive Officers of 
local bodies. Special provision has also been made for the 
gradual elimination of rickshaws and rikshaw pulling in the 
State according to a phased programme. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED 

LEGISLATION 


Clause 52 of the Bill empowers the Government to make 
special rules, after previous publication , for the licensing of 
rickshaws and rickshaw -pullers . The matters in respect of 
which such special rules may be made are specified in that 
clause and they are of a routine character. They relate to the 
period for which rickshaws are to be permitted to ply, the size 
and design of rickshaw and the conditions of grant of licence , 
the period after which the licence has to be issued , the standard 
of physical fitness required for rickshaw -pullers and drivers, 
the rate of fees to be paid by rickshaw - pullers and drivers for 
medical certificates and the penalties for violation of the rules 
by the owner or puller or driver of the rickshaw .. 

Clause 53 of the Bill empowers the Government to make 
rules to carry out the purposes of the Act. They relate inter 
alia to the examination and qualification of drivers and the 
conditions under which they may be employed , the description 
of horses, bullocks or other animals , harness and other things 
to be used with hackney carriages , the dimensions of such 
carriages , the inspection of hackney carriages with a view to 
see if such carriages are in a fit condition for public use, the 
publication of list of fares and tables of distances and the 
regulation of the amount and weight of luggage to be carried 
with or without additional charges. The matters in respect of 
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which rules may be made are of a routine and administrative 
character . Moreover , the rules shall be subject to the scrutiny 
of the Legislative Assembly . 

Clause 54 of the Bill empowers the registering authority 
to make bye -laws on matters not covered by the rules. The 
bye-laws can be made only with the previous approval of the 
Director of Local Bodies. Clause 56 empowers the registering 
authority to delegate its functions to any other officer under it, 
except the power to make bye -laws. The power can be exer 
cised only with the sanction of the Government. The powers 
of the registering authority under clauses 54 and 56 are only 
of a routine and administrative character.

THE KERALA SURVEY AND BOUNDARIES BILL , 1960 


(REPORT OF THE SELECT- COMMITTEE 
The Select Committee to which the Kerala Survey and 
Boundaries Bill, 1960 was referred , have considered the Bill 
clause by.clause and now submit this , their report, with the 
Bill as reported by the Committee annexed thereto . 

2. The Bill was published in the Gazette Extraordinary 
dated the 26th July 1960. The Bill was introduced in the 
Assembly on the 2nd August 1960 and the motion for reference 
of the Bill to a Select Committee was adopted on the 16th 
September 1960. 

3. The Committee held two sittings. The changes proposed 
by the Committee and the reasons therefore are set out in the 
following paragraphs : 

4. New clause : The Committee consider that there should 
be a provision enabling a person to have his lands surveyed 
on the ground that a portion of the land has been lost by sea 
erosion or by action of river. Clause 5 has been incorporated 
in the Bill for this purpose . 
. 5. Clause 6 (Original clause 5 ) : The Committee feel that 
in the case of registered holders of the land proposed to be 
surveyed , copies of the notification should be served on them 
besides the publication of the notification in the Gazette. 
The clause has been suitably modified for this purpose. 

6. Clauseny (Original clause 6 ) : The Committee consider 
where a surevy is carried out on the application under clause 
5 , the cost of survey shall be borne by the Government in the 
first instance and shall be recovered from the applicant only 
if it is found that no land was lost. The proviso has been 
inserted in the clause for this purpose. 

7. Clause 14 (Original clause 18 ) : The Committee think 
that the period of limitation for the institution of suits under 
the clause may be reduced to one year from three years. The 
necessary change has been made in the clause . 

8 . Clause 21 (Original clause 20 ) : The Committee consi 
der that the right to pay the cost of survey and to get a charge 
on the land should be available only to persons actually interest. 
ed in the land and not to persons merely claiming such interest. 
Necessary modification for this purpose have been made in the 
clause . 
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9 . Clause 24 (Original clause 23 ) : The Committee are of 
the view that a specific provision should be made in this 
clause to the effect that all applications and other proceedings 
pending at the commencement of the new Act should be 
disposed of in accordance with the provisions of the repealed 
Acts. The clause has been suitably modified for this purpose. 

10. The other changes made in the Bill are either verbal 
or consequential.

to consolidate, amend and unify the law relating to the aurvey 

of lands and settlement of boundary disputes in the State of 
Kerala . 

Preamble .- WHEREAS it is expedient to consolidate , amend 
and unify the law relating to the survey of lands and settlement 
of boundary disputes in the State of Kerala ; 

BE it enacted in the Twelfth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Actmay 
be called the Kerala Survey and Boundaries Act, 1961. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala and 
shall come into force on such date as the Government may , by 
notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, - 

( i) " Collector " means the Collector of the district 
having jurisdiction over the area ; 

(ii) " Government land " means any land the proprietary 
right in which vests in the Government; 

(iii ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made by the 
Government under this Act ; 

(iv ) " registered holder of any land" means the personi 
in whose name the land in question is registered in the Govern 
ment accounts of the village . 

Explanation .- ( 1) When any person other than the 
registered holder is in lawful management of a land , other 
wise than as agent or servant of the registered holder or 
as mortgagee such person shall be deemed to be 
the registered holder in respect of such land ; 

Explanation .- (2 ) When a land is so registered in the 
names of two or more persons jointly, the registered 
holder shall, for the purpose of this Act, be the person 
who is recognised by the other joint holder or joint holders 
as the manager of the land or who, in the case of dispute, 
is recognised by the Collector as the principal joint holder ; 

(v ) " registered land" means any land the proprietary 
right in which does not vest in the Government; 
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(vi) " survey " includes all operations incidental to the 
determination , measurement and record of a boundary or 
boundaries or any part of a boundary and includes a resurvey ; 

(vii ) " survey mark " means any mark or object , erected, 
made, employed or specified by a Survey Officer to indicate or 
determine or assist in determining the position or level of any 
point or points; 

(viii) " Survey Officer" means any officer appointed by the 
Government as Survey Officer under section 3 ; 

(ix ) " Village Official” includes Village Officer, Village 
Assistant , Adhikari, Menon , Potail and Shanbogue. 

3. Appointment of Survey Officers.- ( 1 ) The Government 
may, by notification in the Gazette , appoint any officer either 
by name or by virtue of his office to be a Survey Officer for all 
or any of the purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) Subject to the control of the Government and of any 
other officer or authority appointed by the Government in this 
behalf, every officer appointed as rvey Officer shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of a Survey Officer within 
such local limits as the Government may, from time to time 
direct. 

( 3 ) The Government may, by order , direct that the powers 
exercisable by them under sub -sections (1 ) and (2 ) may also 
be exercised by such officer or authority , subject to such condi 
tions as may be specified by them in this behalf. 

CHAPTER II 

SURVEY OF LANDS 
4 . Government may direct the survey of any land or any 
boundary of any land . - The Government or, subject to the con 
trol of the Government, any officer or authority authorised by 
the Government in this behalf, may, by notification in the 
Gazette, order the survey of any land or of any boundary of 
any land or of the boundary forming the common limit of any 
Government land and any registered land. 

5. Survey of lands hit by sea erosion or action of river.- 
The registered holder of any land may apply to the Govern 
ment or to any officer or authority authorised by the Govern 
ment in this behalf for the survey of his land on the ground 
that a portion of the land has been lost by sea erosion or 
action of river ; and thereupon the Government or such officer 
or authority , as the case may be, may order the survey of 
the land. 

6. Notification to be published by Survey Officers.- ( 1 ) When 
any survey is ordered under section 4. or section 5 , the Survey 
Oficer shall publish a notification in the Gazette in the prescribed 
manner inviting all persons having any interest in the land or 
in the boundaries of which the survey has been ordered , to 
attend either in person or by agent at a specified place and 
time and from time to time thereafter when called upon for 
the purpose of pointing out boundaries and supplying informa 
tion in connection therewith . A copy of such notification shall 
also be served on the registered holder or registered holders of 
the land in respect of which the survey has been ordered . 
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(2 ) A notification published under sub -section ( 1 ) shall 
be held to be a valid notice to any person (other than the regis 
tered holder ) having any interest in the land or in the hounda 
ries of which the survey has been ordered . 

( 3 ) Such notification shall further require every person , 
whether a registered holder or not, having interest in the land 
or in the boundaries of which the survey has been ordered 

(a ) to clear within a specified period by cutting down 
or removing any trees, jungle, fences, standing crops or other 
material obstructions, the boundaries or other lines, the clear 
ance of which may be necessary for the purpose of the survey ; 

(b ) to provide labour at such times and for such periods 
as may , from time to time, be required by furnishing flag . 
holders and chainmen ; and 

(c ) to provide suitable survey marks and otherwise ti. 
give such assistance in the survey as may be demanded under 
this Act or the rules made thereunder. 

(4 ) If any person fails to comply with any requisition 
of a Survey Officer made under clause (a ) , clause (b ) or clause 

(c ) of sub -section ( 3 ) , the Survey Officer may himself employ 
hired labour for the purposes of survey. 

(5 ) The cost of the labour employed and of the survey 
marks used in such cases shall be determined and apportioned 
in the prescribed manner among the persons who have any 
interest in the land or in the boundaries of which the survey 
has been ordered and shall be recoverable from such persons 
as an arrear of land revenue. Notice of such determination 
and apportionment shall be given in the prescribed manner 
to the persons aforesaid . 

7. Cost of survey operations may be defrayed in the first 
instance by Government in certain cases. - Notwithstanding 
anything contained in sub- sections ( 3 ) , (4 ) and (5 ) of sec 
tion 6 , whenever it may appear to the Survey Officer to be 
desirable that the cost of all or any of the operations pre 
scribed in clauses ( a ) , (b ) and ( c ) of sub-section (3 ) of 
section 6 shall be defrayed in the first instance by the Govern 
ment, he may, vith the previous sanction of the Govern 
ment, in lieu of the notification prescribed in sub -section ( 3 ) 
of section 6 issue a notification that such cost shall be defray 
ed in the first instance by the Government and may thereupon 
proceed with the survey of the land and apportion and charge 
such cost in the manner prescribed under sub -section (5 ) of 
section 6 : 

Provided that the cost of the operation in connection 
with the survey carried out in accordance with the orders passed 
under section 5 shall, in the first instance, be borne by the 
Government and shall be charged and recovered from the 
applicant in case it is found on survey that no land was lost 
by sea erosion or action of river, and in other cases such cost 
shall not be recovered . 


8. Survey to be carried out in the prescribed, manner... 
Every Survey Officer shall be bound to carry out the survey 
in the manner prescribed . 

9. Power to record boundary as undisputed .- ( 1 ). The 
Survey Officer shall have power to determine and record as 
undisputed any boundary in respect of which no dispute is 
brought to his notice. 

(2 ) Notice of every decision of the Survey Officer under 
sub -section ( 1 ) shall be given in the prescribed manner to the 
registered holders of the lands the boundaries of which may 
he affected by the decision . 

10. Power of survey officer to determine and record a dis 
puted boundary with reasons.- ( 1) Where a boundary is dis 
puted , the Survey Officer shall , after making such inquiries as 
he considers necessary, determine the boundary and record 
it in accordance with his decision with reasons in writing for 
arriving at that decision . 

( 2 ) Notice of every decision of the Survey Officer under 
sub -section ( 1 ) shall be given in the prescribed manner.to 
the parties to the dispute and other registered holders of 
the lands the boundaries of which may be affected by the 
decision . 

11. Appeal against orders of Survey Officer.-- ( 1 Any 
person aggrieved by a decision under section 6 , section 7 , sec 
tion 9 or section 10 may appeal to such authority as may be 
prescribed . The appellate authority shall record the reasons 
for the decision in writing and shall give notice of such deci 
sion in the prescribed manner to the parties to the appeal. 
Any modification of the Survey Officer s decision ordered by 
the appellate authority , shall be noted in the record prepared 
under section 9 or section 10 as the case may be. 

( 2 ) A copy of the order and a copy of the map recording 
the boundaries as determined under section 9 section 10 or 
section 11 shall be furnished to any persons interested in such 
order or map , as the case may be , on his application and 
payment of such cost as may be prescribed . 

12. Period within which appeal may be preferred.- ( 1) 
An appeal under section 11 shall be preferred within three 
months from the date of service of notice under section 6 , 
section 9 or section 10 , provided that the time taken to obtain 
a copy of the decision and of the map shall not be included 
in the period of three months allowed for the appeal. 

(2 ) No appeal, after the expiry of the said period , shall 
be admitted unless for reasons to be recorded in writing the 
appellate authority is satisfied that the appellant had good 
and sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal within such 
period . 

Explanation . The fact that notice under section 6 , sec 
tion 9 or section 10 was not served in the prescribed manner 
on the appellant, shall be deemed to be good and sufficient 


cause . 
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( 3 ) No appeal shall be admitted under sub-section (2 ) 
after the issue of the notification specified in section 13 . 

13. Completion of demarcation to be notificd . - When the 
survey of any land or boundary which has been notified under 
section 4 or ordered under section 5 has been completed in 
accordance with the orders passed under section 9, section 10 , 
or section 11, the Survey Officer shall notify the fact in the 
Gazette and a copy of such notification shall be posted in the 
village office , if any, of the village to which the survey relates. 
Unless the survey so notified is modified by a decree of a civil 
court under the provisions of section 14, the record of the 
survey shall be conclusive proof that the boundaries determined 
and recorded therein have been correctly determined and 
recorded . 

14. Right to institute a suit in respect of boundary of the 
property surveyed .- ( 1 ) Any person deeming himself aggriev . 
ed by the determination of any boundary under section 9 , 
section 10 or section 11 may, subject to the provisions of the 
law of limitation in force for the time being, institute a suit 
within one year from the date of the notification under 
section 13 to set aside or modify the said determination and 
the survey shall if necessary be altered in accordance with 
the final decree in the suit and the alteration , if any , shall be 
noted in the records. 

( 2 ) In any suit under sub -section ( 1 ) the plaintiff shall 
join as parties to the suit all persons whom he has reason 
to believe to be interested in the boundary which is subject 
to the suit . 

15. Liability of registered holders for mointenance of 
survey marks.-- ( 1 ) Subject to such conditions as may be 
prescribed in this behalf, every registered holder of land 
shall be bound to maintain , renew and repair the survey 
marks on or within the boundaries of his holding, and, in 
default of his doing so , the Survey Officer , the Collector or 
any of the subordinates of such officers may, at the cost of the 
Government, maintain , renew and repair such survey marks, 
determine and apportion the cost of so doing , give notice 
of such determination and apportionment to the parties con 
cerned and recover such cost as an arrear of public revenue 
due on land. Such cost may include the cost of all operations 
incidental to such maintenance , renewal or repair . 

( 2 ) Before a Survey Officer or Collector or any of the 
subordinates of such officers attends to the maintenance, 
renewal or repairs of any survey mark under sub - section ( 1 ) , 
he shall serve a notice in writing on the registered holder 
in the prescribed manner giving particulars of the survey 
marks in respect of which default has been committed and 
calling upon him to maintain , renew or repair the same within 
a time to be specified in such notice which shall not be less 
than fifteen days from the date of service thereof. If a notice 
under this sub - section cannot be served personally on the 
registered holder a copy of the same shall be served on the 
person in possession of the land or other person interested in 
the land. 
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16. Imposing of charges and appeals .- (1) Every order 
of a Survey Officer or Collector or the subordinates of such 
officers imposing charges under sub- section ( 1) of section 15 
shall be recorded in writing and a copy of the order shall be 
supplied to the parties on their application and on payment 
of such cost as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) The order of the Survey Officer, Collector or the sub 
ordinates of such officers shall be final, if no appeal is pre 
ferred , and in the event of an appeal being preferred, the 
decision of the appellate authority shall be final. 

( 3 ) Any person deeming himself aggrieved by any order 
passed under sub -section ( 1 ) may appeal to - such authority 
as may be prescribed , within one month of the date of service 
of such order . 

17. Duties of Village Official. - It shall be the duty of 
every Village Official 

(a ) to prevent the destruction , injury, removal or altera 
tion of any survey mark on or within the limits of his juris 
diction ; and 

(b ) when he becomes aware that any such mark has 
been destroyed , injured , removed or altered , to report the 
fact to such authority as may be prescribed . 

CHAPTER III 

MISCELLANEOUS 
18. Power to enter upon , examine and clear obstruction 
on lands.-- For the purpose of any survey, enquiry or other 
proceedings under this Act , the Survey Officer or the Collector 
or any of the subordinates of such Officers shall have power 
to enter upon , examine and measure any land under survey 
and to clear , by cutting down or removing any trees , jungle, 
fences , standing crops or other material obstructions, the 
boundaries or other lines , the clearance of which 
necessary for the purposes of the survey. 

19. Power to summon witnesses and require production of 
documents. - Any Survey Officer generally or specially autho 
rised in that behalf or the Collector or any officer to whom an 
appeal is preferred under any of the provisions of this Act may , 
for the purpose of rendering assistance in the survey of land , 
summon and enforce the attendance of any person who has an 
interest therein and may, for the purpose of any survey , enquiry 
or other proceedings under this Act, summon and enforce the 
attendance of any person for giving evidence and for production 
of documents ; and the procedure prescribed in the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908 , for summoning and enforcing the attendance 
of witnesses and for recording of evidence shall be followed as 
far as it can be made applicable . 

20. Reference to arbitration .— ( 1 ) The Collector or the 
Survey Officer , as the case may be, may, with the consent of all 
the parties concerned, refer to arbitration any dispute as to a 
boundary. 


may be 
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( 2 ) The decision of the Collector or the Survey Officer 
passed in accordance with such award shall be conclusive as 
between the parties to such arbitration and those claiming under 
them . 

21. Registered holder may recover copenses paid by him 
from owner .- ( 1 ) In the absence of a contract to the contrary, 
the registered holder of any land under survey who incurs any 
expenses or from whom any expenses are recovered under this 
Act in respect of such survey, shall, if he be not the owner 
thereof, acquire a charge on such land to the extent of the 
expenses so incurred or recovered from him with interest 
thereon at the rate of 6 per cent per annum . 

(2 ) It shall be lawful for any person interested in 
any registered land under survey to pay the charges payable 
under this Act in respect of the survey of such land though 
he be not the registered holder thereof, and all such sums if 
paid by a tenant or lessee may be deducted from any rent 
then or afterwards due by him in respect of such land and if 
paid by any other person interested [ 
in such land , shall be a charge on such land . Such sums shall 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum . 

• ( 3 ) Where a person entitled under this section to a 
charge en any registered land is a co -owner of such land , such 
charge shall extend only to so much of the amount recovered 
from or expended or paid by him as is due in respect of the 
share of the other co -owners on such land with interest at 
the rate aforesaid . 

22. Power to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Government may, after 
previous publication in the Gazette, make rules to carry out 
the purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may 

(a ) prescribe for different localities the unit of survey, 
the sub- divisions thereof and the description of survey marks 
and provide for the maintenance, repair and renewal of such 
marks ; 

(b ) provide for the collection and record of any infor 
mation in respect of any land which has been or is about to be 
surveyed ; 

(c ) define the classes of officers to be appointed to do 
duty under this Act and the powers to be exercised by such 
officer s ; 

( d ) prescribe and regulate the procedure to be followed 
by those officers in the conduct of proceedings under this Act ; 

( e ) provide for the publication of all notifications issued 
under this Act and for the form , issue and service of all 
orders, communications and notices to be issued , communi 
cated , given or served under this Act: 

( f) prescribe the form of application under section 5 
and the fees to be paid along with such application ; 
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( g ) regulate the furnishing of survey marks , labour and 
other matters necessary to surveys notified under this Act 
and the recovery of charges incidental thereto where they are 
recoverable ; 

( h ) Provide for the apportionment of all charges directed 
to be apportioned by this Act and for the determination of the 
cost of labour employed and of the survey marks used in any 
such survey ; 

( i) Prescribe the fees payable for processes issued and 
copies granted under this Act ; and 

( j) Prescribe the manner in which arbitrators are to 
be appointed and regulate the procedure to be followed by 
them . 

( 3 ) All rules made under this section shall be laid before 
the Legislative Assembly for a period of not less than fourteen 
days as soon as possible after they are made, and shall be 
subject to such modifications as the Legislative Assembly may 
make during the session in which they are so laid or the session 
immediately following: 

23. Immunity for acts done or purporting to be done in good 
faith . — No suit , prosecution or other legal proceedings shall 
lie against any oficer or the Government for anything which 
is in good faith done or purporting to be done under the pro 
visions of this Act or the rules made thereunder . 

24. Repeal and savings.- ( 1 ) The Madras Survey and 
Boundaries Act, 1923 (Act VIII of 1923 ) as in force in the 
Malabar district referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 5 
of the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 ( Central Act 37 of 
1956 ) the Travancore Survey and Boundaries Act of 1094 
(Act X of 1094 ) and the Cochin Survey Act, II of 1074 are 
hereby repealed. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal 

(a ) anything done or any action taken , including any 
appointment or delegation made, order or direction issued or 
rule made under any of the aforesaid Acts shall be deemed 
to have been made or issued under the corresponding provision 
of this Act and shall continue in force accordingly unless and 
until superseded by anything done or any action taken under 
this Act ; 

(b ) all suits and other proceedings under any of the 
aforesaid Acts pending, at the commencement of this Act, 
before any court or other authority, shall be continued and 
disposed of under that aforesaid Act, as if that aforesaid Acts 
had continued in force and this Act had not been passed .

Market Bye-laws 


PUBLIC MARKETS 
1. The market shall be open to all persons withoui distinction 
of caste or creed . 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to surset cr such 
days of the week as may be notified in the Gazette by the 
Director of Local Bodies . 

3. The Panchayat may form the market as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject 
to the following conditions 

(a ) The stalls shall be leased or let out by auction to the 
highest bidder for a period not exceeding one year as trie 
Panchayatmay from time to time resolve upon , by the Executive 
Authority or any one authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b ) The Executive Authority or the oficer authorised by 
him may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the 
market premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(c ) Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit. 

(d ) The rentor fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term , and when let on the monthly payment system one 
month s rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest 
money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the 
Panchayat office before the 15th of the month , in default of 
which the license and the original deposit shall be liable to be 
forfeited and the stalls, sites or standings shallbe resoid , and the 
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licensee shall be held responsible for any loss which may be 
sustained by the resale by public auction or by private contract. 
The licensee shall also be liable to be evicted . All amounts due 
from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisions of 
the Revenue Recovery Act . 

4. All articles brought into the market for sale in open 
space reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall 
be charged with an admission fee according to the rates 
prescribed in the schedule annexed . 

The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at 
the entrance of the market to the officer appointed by the Execu 
tive Auth rity or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the 
purpose and a receipt obtained from himn . 

5. Any person found carrying a sale within the market 
premises without a license under bye-law 3 or receipt under bye 
law 4 shall be sunmarily rejected . 

6. All articles brought into the market shall be sold or 
exposed for sale in stalls, shops , standings or other places Set 
apart by the Executive Authority from time to time for the 
purpose of selling such articles. 

7. Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye-laws 
and conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license 
suspended or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive 
Authority and to be evicted from the market under the direction 
of the Executive Authority or officer authorised by him . 

8. Every tenant of a stall, shop or standing who shall employ 
another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop or 
standing on his behalf and as his agent shall register with the 
Executive Authority and from time to time keep so registered 
the name of every employee who may be for the time being 
deputed to act for bim as aforesaid . 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside themarket precincts 
or to such places as the Executive Authority may direct any 
hamper , box , barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed 
as in the opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct the public 
way or over crowd the stall or interfere with due ventilation . 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption , shall 
be allowed to be exposed or sold in the market. The Executive 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayats 
may from time to time pass, be at liberty to summarily remove 
or destroy all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall 
have no claim for compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article the storing or sale of which shall not be done 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the 
Government shall be brought into the market for sale without 
such license . 

12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into 
the market . 
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13. No person shall assign or sublet or otherwise part with 
possession of any stall or shop or standing to another. 

14. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller 
or as a cooly shall always comply with all lawſul directions of 
the Executive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 

15. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make the 
place dirty or insanitary. 

16. The Executive authority or servants of Panchayat may 
expel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
begging or loitering or who misconduct himself, or is a lunatic 
or who is in anyway infringes any of these bye-laws and may 
prevent such person from further carrying on any trade or busi 
ness in the market or occupying any building, shop , or stall 
standing therein , if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor or an 
agent or cervant of any of these persons. 

17. Servants employed by the Panchayats in the public 
market are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuity in 
inoney or otherwise . 

PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a private market shall be re ulated 
by the area covered by the market as shown in the schedule 
annexed . 

19. The license may be granted for the use of any private 
place as a market or shop for sale of animals ineat or fish or as 
a market for sale of fruit or vegetables. 

(i) when the proposal to use the place for the said purpose 
haviog been notified to the public at least 7 days and all written 
objections thereto by persons resident within 50 yds. of the 
site having been duly considered , the Panchayat approve of the 
proposal and the site ; 

( ii) when there is no similar market within one mile of 
the proposed site ; 

(iii) when there is no privy, latrine urinal, dust bin , 
burning ground or rubbish or night soil depot within 50 ft. of 
the proposed site ; 

(iv ) when previous approval is obtained for the proposal 
from the Director of Local Bodies. 

20. A license may be granted for the use of a private place as 
a private market or shop for meat or lish or as a market for the 
sale of fruit or vegetables only on the following conditions: 

(i) That the licensee keeps on the premises such supply 
of water and such movable receptacle or refuse and such buckets 
shovels, brooms and other implements for cleaning purposes and 
for use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time to time pres 
cribe and that hemaintains the same always clean and in good 
repair. 

(ii) That the licensee causes the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down 
and bloud , rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises 
within 2 hours of the close of each days business . 


(iii) That the licensee of a market employed or keeps on 
duty at surh market for so long as it is open to the public so 
many peons as may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the 
license for the purpose of maintaining order and preventing 
nuisance of obstructions in the market or in the approaches 
thereto . 

(iv ) That the licensee of a market charges for the use of 
the market nothing more than the maxinum fees pre:cribed in 
the Panchayat market rules 1951. 

(v ) That the licensee shall use the market for the sale of 
only such articles for which the license is granted and that 
no part of the market shall be used for any purpose other 
than that specified in the license . 

(vi) That the licensee shall put up notice boards specifying 
the artiles for the sale of wiich the various stalls or shops are 
set apart and used . 

(vii ) That the licensee shall at all reasonable hours give 
the Executive Authority or any employee deputed by him in this 
behalf free access to all parts of such shops and every facility 
for inspecting the same 

(viii) That the liecnsee shall abide by the provision of the 
bye-laws and rules 17 to 27 and 31, of the Panchayat Market 
Rules 1954 as if his market was a public market. 

21. A license issued may be suspended or withdrawn at the 
discretion of the Panchayat whenever any of the above con 
ditions are broken . 

GENERAL 
22 A breach or an abet nent of a breach of any of the above 
bye -laws shall be punishable with fine which inay extend to 
Gifteen rupees and when the breach is a continuing one, with a 
fur her fine which may extend to five rupees for every day 
after the first during which the breach continues.
